and an “acceptable” foreign language. 

According to Chang;, theStadent 
Coalition on Asian Admissions and other 
studentgroups are tirging:the administration 
to either give:applicants' creditforknacowing 
an Asian language, or abclish the require- 
ment altogether. 

Cummins said that the foreign language 
iSSsue wll be addressed by both the Admis- 
Sions Coordination Board and the 
Chancellor' s Advisory Comrnittee on Asian 
Affairs.

The protest came at a time when civil 
Tights organizations, both student- and 
commanity-based, fear that Heyman and 
other UC administrators are reluctant to 
take afirm stance on admissions policy 
jl$SSues. 

Asian leaders believe that the signi- 
cant decline in Asian enrollment at 
Berkeley is the result of a concerted effort 
by the administration to placeaceiling on 
Asiarenrollmentssgespite the:factthat 
Asian applicants are often more qualified 
也 an whites granted admission. 

One of the largest complaints voiced by 
the protesters Monday might was the 
University s refusal to putinto immediate 
effect the newly-formed Admissions 
Coordination Board, which Heyman 
appointed last month and charged with the 
responsibility of consulting with civil 
iights organizations, such as Chinese for 
Atffirmative Action, on admissions policy 
Imatters.

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T.C. Cheng Improves 
Electrical Power 
Transmission 


LOS ANGELES - An Improved System 
of electrical power transmission has been 
developed as a result of a four-year test of 
anelectrical insulator developed by IT C. 
Cheng and his research Staff at the Univer- 
Sity of Southern California. 

“Our laboratory studies have Shown 
that the new insulator s high voltage per- 
formance is dramatically improved Over 
that of conventional power transmission 
insulators,”reported Cheng, a professor of 
Electric Power Engineering. 

The insulator developed by Cheng for 
the US Dept of Energy, differs from the 
conventional electrical power transmission 
insulators in that zinc Oxide is embedded in 
its poOrcelain . 

Cheng explained that “with our latest 
insulator of porcelain embedded with zinc 
Oxide, we've increased the Insulation 
efficiency about 40% over that of conven- 
tional insulators. And judging from our 
Simujations, the insulator also performs 
well as alightning arrester, preventing 
lightning from traveling through the 
System.” 

Cheng pointed out that higher voltages 
are a “must for the nation's electric power 
industry“Higher and higher voltages are 
needed becanse of the greater mecessity for 
densely populated urban centers to receive 
power via long distances, he says， 

“了 or environmental reasons - the risks 
of burning coal and oil, and the problems 
3aSsociated with nuclear energy - metropoli- 
tan centers like Souther California can 
generate very little of their own power The 
Los Angeles basin for example, depends 
on Coal-generated power from Utah and 
hydroelectric power from as far away as 
the state of Washington. 

“Ifthe present maximum voltage of 
500,000 volts could be doubled, we could 
Conceivably link the electrical transmission 
System of the entire nation, and perhaps the 
Us and Canada. That would mean, if ouUr 
region had a breakdown, other regions 
could save us from 3a blackout and vice 
VEIS3” 
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Prosecutor Makes Opening Statement In Henry Liu Trial 


SAN MATEO - In his opening statement 
prosecutor Bob Bishop stated that the 
killers of Henry Liu had no idea“what an 
intemational furor his murder would 
create. 

During the statement in the trial of Tung 
Kuei-sen, the self-confessed killer, the 
prosecutor Said that Tung and his two 
accomplices in the killing were Surprised at 
the angry reaction of US congressional 
leaders after the October 1984 slaying. 

Bishop argued that “the Taiwan govern- 
ment had to do something” to Show the Us 
they were taking the murder of author 
Henry Liu seriously. The Barmboo Gang， 
which Tung was a member of, had the 
Support of the Taiwanese government before 
the US placed political pressure. 

When Liu's killers returned to Taiwan 
after shooting their victim at his home in 
Daly City, the Taiwan govermment had

SAN JOSE -Aproposal to use fortune 
Cookies to inform undocumented Asian 
immigrants about the May 4 amnesty 
deadjine has been dropped, according to 
Immigration and Naturalization SpOokesman 
Robert Sanchez, because “we realize most 
fortune coOOKkies are consumed by Anglos， 
notAsians.” 

Angelo Archeta, staff attomey forthe 
Asian Law Alliance in San Jose told the SP 
CHhromicle，TItSs absurd to think of using 
that kind of medium for disseminating in- 
formation.

Three tortilla companies in the South 
Bay have zefused to stuff bilingual reinind- 
ers reading “Don'tGet Left Behind, Apply 
by May 4" into their tortilla packages in 
order to Teach undocumented Hispanic 
immigrants. 

George Robles，Ppresident of the San 
Jose company, La Reina, said that he agreed 
to slip the amnesty message into tortilla 
packages, but doubted that the scheme 
would be effective. “The majority of my ， 
tortillas sold . . . up north are Sold to 
Anglos.”La Reina will sjip the amnesty 
Imessages into 3000 packages a week until 
the May 4 deadline. 

The “tortilla grams”have met with Some 
Success in Stockton and Salinas and have 
gained support in Dallas and parts of the 
Southwest The 500 member Santa Clara 
Valley Hispanic Chamber of Commerce also 
Supported the INS messages.

SAN FRANCISCO - The University of 
California, San Francisco, economically 
benefits both minorities and women， 
according to arecent impact study coOm= 
ducted by Peat Marwick. 

The November 1987 report found that 
35% of UCSF's jobs were held by minorl- 
ties. Women made up 99% of the work force 
and 41% of the management sta 仁 . 

Minority and female-owned businesses 
benefitted as well. In 1986/87, almost half= 
or$9.3 million =- of UCSF's construction 
contract dollars went to Such eniterprises, aS 


' did another $14 million in goods and 


SeIvices. UCSF also contributed to Small 
business grOowth by spending 649 of 证 
construction dollars with small businesS: 
About $67 million of USCF'S purchases 
were made from Small companies as Well 
The study found that UCSF impacts the 
Bay Area economy by more than $700 
million. With more than 11,000 staff, it 
remained the Second largest non-gOverIn- 
ment employer behind the Bank of America.

SAN FRANCISCO - Politicians, friends 
and other Supporters turmed out for a 
benefit showing of Felicia Lowe's new film 
Caryved 区 Silentce. 

The flm concerns Chinese immjgrants 
Who were detained on Angel Island. Lowe 
inferviewed detainees and officials as wel 
as having actors Te-enact interrogations. 

Emcee David Louie introduced the 
Tepresentative for US Alan Cranston， 
RussellLowe, who said the film documents 
the dark side ofAmerican treatment of 
Asian immigrants. 

“We must maintain OUr vigilance and 
make Sure Asian immigrants are neverT 
Subject to this type of treatment again 
Lowe Said. 


SF Supervisor Tom Hsieh added， 
“Carved ia Silence places the Asian 
American immigrants experience in an 
historical context.” 

Russell Jeung, assistant to Mayor Art 
Agnos, reflected on the individual 
Struggles，the spiritofAsian American im- 
migrants ls the Spirit which triumphed over 
the Exclusion (Acb to make aplace for 
themselves and succeeding generations in 
America.” 

Frank Chong, assistant to Speaker 
Willie Brown, praised the filmmaker， 
“Felicia Lowe has dedicated her profes- 
Sional life ithe media to educate the 


general public about the Story of the 
Chinese experience in America.” 

Richard Lee, Owner of Lee Tours was 
detained for two weeks in Angel Island im 
1931. He commented that “the film was 
onjly half as bad as what Iexperienced. In 
the Army you wake up to the musical 
Sounds of the bugle. On Angel Island, they 
would beat the metal frame beds from top 
to bottom repeatediy. The noise of the 
clanging metal would rattle our nerves. 

“While they were hitting the beds, they 
would Say, You goddamned Chinamen, it's 
time to wake Up 人 1 ” 

Lee recalled detention Station as being 
a “house of horrors.”He said that interro- 
gation was for the purpose of intimidation 
rather than validation.“After a few days of 
interrogation, I was So mixed up, Ilost 
control of my (bodily functions) and found 
myself urinating while they were question- 
ing me.” 

College Professor Chalsa Loo felt that 
“the interview with one of the former 
interrogators was inteiesting because 让 
Shows the other side had at least one 
interrogator who was iiuman and who had 
empathy for putting the Chinese immi- 
grants through a wringer

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Racism in the Community

“Everyone hates blacks,”declared a friend 
of mine the other day. She was referring to 
3a conversation she had had with two 
Chinese American CO-workers who were 
telling her just how racist many Chinese 
Americans are. And even as [attempted to 
qualify their statements 一 to Somehow 
water them down and make them more 
acceptable, I knew that she what she was 
Saying had a great deal of truth to it 

Although she had been surprised at 
how deep-seated anti-black feelings 
actually are among Chinese，she remarked 
“whites hate blacks, Hispanics hate blacks， 
SO why shouldn't Chinese be any differ- 
ent2”This conversation was all the more 
Iemarkable since my friend ls black. 

What is it about race relations in this 
country that makes us So mailstrustful and 
afraid of each other Why is it that when a 

member of a racial minority commits 3 
crime all other members of that group are 
Somehow guilty as well2 Whenever I hear 
about a crime that involves white victims 工 
always breathe a Sigh of relief when the 
perpetrator is notAsian. When the perpetra- 
tor ls white, the crime is covered in a fairly 
objective fashion. But if the assailant ls 3 
minority, members of that group brace 
themselves for the inevitable backlash. 

Many Chinese Americans have 
prejudices against blacks. Some of these 
prejudices may come from direct interac- 
tions but most have their basis in the 
prev- iling attitude about blacks in this 
country. Theoretically, as racial minorities 
Subject to discrimination, Chinese should 
be more conscious of and sensitive to the 
plight of other minority groups. And yet， 
there are many within the Chinese Ameri- 
can Community who not only consider 
blacks inferior but also discrimiinate against 
black individuals as well. They have 
adopted the racial attitudes of whites. 

Like other members of the animal 
kingdom, we humans are Simply not 3s 
evolved as we delude ourselves into 
believing. The primitive desire to have 3 
decent slot in the pecking order, leads many 
of us to accept the fact that, although we 
may never be accepted as whites we can 
always rely on at least being above the 
blacks and the“Mexicans.” In a Sense 
many Asian Americans are getting a free 

ride as being the“safe” minority，Whbites 
expect us to fulfill their quotas without 
making them unduly uncomfortable. And 
many of us eagerly fall into that role， 
thanks to remnants of Confucian training 
which requires respect for authonity. 

But like they say, there's no Such thing 
as 3a free rnide. Blacks and other “less 
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favored”minorities are the fall guys for our 
SuccesSeSs，By labeling Asian Americans 3s 
“model minorities”whites are in esSence 
accomplishing two purposes. One is to 
Teinforce feelings of Superiority among 
Asians Over blacks and thereby keeping us 
Separate and the other ls to tell blacks that 
they are failures.It's like the teacher who 
identifies her “pets” 一 giving favored 
students 3a feeling that they are better than 
the others and telling the others that they 
are not as g00d. The kind of resentment 
that this instills in the other students 
doesn'taid in playground or SOcial har- 
Imony- 

As Isearched my Own memories for 
those first seeds of anti-black prejudice, the 
Chinese term for blacks came to mind 一 
“hok guai ”一 black demons. People who 
would never use the term “nigger” even in 
anger ornon-mixed company will call a 
black person a “hok guai.”Now there are 
those who will argue that “hok guai” does 
not equate to “nigger.” But just as 3 
Southerner might use that term in ordinary 
conversation with no jll intention in mind， 
the mere usage of the term implies an 
acceptance of it and whbat it carries. If we 
don't want other races to See us as the 
yellow hordes, then we Should make a 
conscious attempt to clean up Our Own act， 

Prejudice against blacks and other 
Iminorities is not going to g0O ahwWay, eSpe- 
cially in atime of declining resources. The 
creation of policies which have resulted in 
What is tantamount to a ceiling on Asian 
admissions to major universities ls testi- 
Imony to that reality， Whites who have 
come to rely on jobs in areas which have 
heretofore been protected for them,like 由 he 
SF Fire Department and certain unions, are 
unlikely to give up whatever privileges they 
have. 

Like white South Africans who want to 
tum back time and maintain their positions 
of power Americans who seek to protect 
the status quo because of monetary 
benefits, are failing to see the greater need 
for true equality of opportunity for all 
races. As long as the deck is stacked 
againstentire groups of people, society will 
not function at its highest potential. And 
there are many Asians who, perhaps 
unwittingly, work to maintain the this 
fawed structure. Even as Some may 
demand that their sons and daughters 
Should be able to enter universities based 
on merit and not race, they fail to see that 
their prejudices against other races are just ， 
as objectionable and in need of change. 

While changing the mores and values 
of society may appear to be a formidable 
task, remember that all change must begin

Bermard Tse is the company'”s chief 
executive 0 伺 cer. Grace Tse, as the head 
engineer makes sure that“all of our 
products are designed to be tied together to 
work as aunit. .. Because we make all the 
products ourselves, we'Te able to control 
the manufacturing cost and evaluate the 
volume quickly and provide the best 
Teliability.” 

As Tse continued to speak, it became 
Clear that every aspect of her company?s 
Success Was carefully calculated.“Having a 
broad product line helps us to balance our 
risks，Sshe told the audience. Except for the 
initial risk in starting the company, the Tses 
have followed a conservative strategy. 

Rather than introducing new concepts， 
the Wyse method is to wait for another 
company s product to become popular and 
then jump into the market with a similar， 
but lower-priced and technologically- 
Superior item. The Tses discovered that this 
Strategy helped us to reach the volume we 
needed to manufacture our products at low 
cost and get a Share of the market faster” 

“When introducing a new product she 
Sald “wetry totake ad- 
vantage of the software 
that's already in place. 
We can ride along with 
the market grOwth.” 
But there are excep- 
tons.

Tse Says She has 
learned from the com- 
Petition that “as you 
broaden your product 
line and your business， 
T shouldn tlose Sight 

ofyourcurrentbusiness 
base，We have struc- 
tured our organization to cautiously expand 
our business into other areas. It doesn'ttake 
aquantum jump.” 

With its well-established distribution 
channels andiits growing reputation for top 
quality, Wyse Technology's new products 
are practically guaranteed a warm recep- 
tion.“We found it was much more efficient 
to sell through channels rather than 
through our own salesmen,”Tse said. 

About 90% of the sub-assembly parts for 
Wyse products are made at the company's 
own manufacturing sites in Taiwan, Hong 
Kong and San Jose. Last year's acquisition 
of Silicon Valley rival Link Technologies 
raised the company's total workforce to 
3;500. Wyse sells about 3,000 units per day 
worldwide ata wholesale cost of about 
$500 each. 

Neither of the Tses had any formal 
business training. But both of us have been 
Very interested in business,”she explained.

think TIpicked up a lot through reading and 
through talking with people. When you 
have a small company, you have to know 
everything. There's no choice.” 

The company's success in producing 
innovative designs, She said“comes from 


the quality of the people we hire. We're not 
looking for people who just repeat what 
they did before. . . Secondly, you have to 
create an environment to delegate authority 
to alower level. . . and let people do the 
job, rather than having you tell them what 


to do. We constantiy ask them，Can you do 


it differently2” 

To succeed in the crowded marketplace， 
She concluded，“You have to be aggressive. 
You have to know what you want. You 
have to be able to spend many long hours 
in resolving problems and not be discour- 
aged over and over again. Second, you 
have to identify an area that youU're very 
good at more than anyone else. . . YOU 
have to be able to see through the crowd 
and have 3a Strong will to make it happen.” 

Near the end of Tse's presentation, she 
was joined by her husband, who also 
fielded questions from the audience. One 
questioner asked whether the couple ever 
has time for anything besides work. 

“We just had a little baby,”she re- 
Sponded.“He's six months old, so Ithink 
that takes up the rest of our time.” 

Added Bernard Tse with a big smaile， 
“That s alot more stressful thban working at 
Wyse.”

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Asian Immigranf Women Advocdaies 
BreaKks Down The Cultural Barriers 


OAKRLAND-Ihroughout the San 
Franclsco Bay Area, thousands of Asian 
immigrant women from China, Korea， 
Vietnam the Philippines, Taiwan and Hong 
Kong are experiencing the isolation of 
janguage and cultural barriers. Without 
benefit and security, these women are faced 
WwWith long hours at work, only to be met 
with family demands at home. 

But a handful of women working out of 
atiny, crowded two-TOom office in the 
Asian Resource Center in Oakland's 
Chinatowna offer the Support and the means 
to break those barriers. Though the sta 夺 
and facilities of Asian Immilgrant Women 
Advocates (AIWA)may at first appear 
nondescript and modest, the results are 
monumental. 

Founded in November, 1983 and funded 
by a one-year grant ffom the Women'S 
Educational Equity Act AIWA was 
Originally established to help Asian 
immigrant woOmen hotel workers in SE. 

Although a representative union existed,， 
many Asian imnmigrant women Were 
unaware of their rights due to language 
barriers. Led by Young Shin, atiny Korean 
woman of obvious energy who came to the 
Us only 13 years ago, AIWA was created 
to teach these hard-working, isolated 
Women their mights. 


UNEFAIR REPRESENTATION 

Shin quickly realized tbat inadequate 
representation Of unskilled laborers Was not 
limited to the hotel industry. By word of 
mouth through ethnic churches and busi- 
nesses, AIWA spent the first year locating 
other ethnic unskilled lahorers in assembly 
lines, garment shops, hotels and nursing 
homes. 
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Programs were designed around the 
Workers needs, with their input and ldeas. 
ESL (English as a Second Language) 
classes, conducted in all Aslian languages， 
With an emphasis on interview Skills, were 
convenienty offered directly after work 
close to the work place. As classes began to 
form, issues began to emerge 一 about 
minimum wages, chlild care, Immigration. 

In addition to classes, SOcial events 
Were Organlized to provide an Opportunity to 
speak out about working conditions， 
personal goals and expectations. 

The newest of AIWA':S programs is 3 
Leadership Training Program. Shin 
excitedly refers to it as“the experimental 
project for this year.”10 to 14 women will 
be chosen and trained to be leaders among 
their peers, to learn to assert their fights on 
the job for themselves as well as others 雇 
Similar positions.
